This  plan  is  being  followed  i| 
the  Second  Baptist  Church,  Jackson,  of  which 
am  a  member,  and  of  which  Dr.  H.  M.  King 
pastor.  The  plan  briefly  stated  is  as  follows  t 

We  divided  the  time  into  two  periods,  Octola 
Enlistment  Month,  with  Sunday,  October  29th,  i 
Pay  Up  Day;  and  November  R?-enforcemei 
Month,  with  Sunday,  November  26th,  as  $i| 
Up  Day. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  period  we  took  a  i  - 
ligious  census,  or  rather  a  Baptist  census,  whi  I 
revealed  the  possibilities  of  the  various  depa  t 
ments.  The  month  of  October  was  devoted  t 
reaching  the  unenlisted  and  lining  them  up  ii 
the  various  activities  of  the  church.  This  efflr 
was  very  successful,  the  Sunday  School  runnljh 
to  600  before  the  end  of  the  month,  nad  all  otfie 
departments  showing  a  corresponding  gain,  j. 
large  number  were  gathered  into  the  memtjci 
ship  of  the  church  during  the  month.  I  haven 
the  exact  figures  at  hand,  but  twenty-four  j«i  i 
on  the  last  two  Sundays. 

Our  "Pay  jjp  Day”,  Sunday,  the  2!)th,  wa 
great  day  in  every  particular.  The  people  ci  n  - 
to  the  services  in  great  numbers/  The  spiri  ui  I 
power  of  the  services  was  manifest.  The  offey'ug 
was  nearly  $2,100,  all  brought  to  the  Lord’s  hops  >. 
The  total  offerings  during  the  month  reached 
$3,733.80.

Total  Baptists  in  Mississippi 
now,  670,000. 

Over  sixty  per  cent  of  all  church  members  in 
Mississippi  are  Baptists.

Took  Baptists  in  America  220  years  to  gain 
first  million.  Took  three  years  to  gain  last  mil¬ 
lion. 

Population  gain  in  America  since  1622  has  been 
926  per  cent.

I 
is  rather  a  manipulation  of  phrases  which  do  ai 
not  bear  a  close  examination.

be  more  accurate!  to  say  that  Baptists  differ  from 
others  in  accepting  literally  and  carrying  out  con¬ 
sistently  certain  statements  of  faith.  For  fcl- 
stance.  Baptists  say  they  accept  at  their  fsjse 
value  the  statements  and  teachings  found  in  the 
Bible.  Other  people  will  express  surprise  ttyt 
they  should  not  be  included  also  among  those  bf 
whom  this  can  be  said.  And  yet  wh?n  it  comjes 
to  the  application  of  this  test  in  specific  instances 
you  wi  1  hear  people  who  are  not  Baptists  chanr¬ 
ing  us  in  a  depreciating  way  with  being  “literH- 
ists’’,  and  sayingl  that  we  must  not  be  bound  By 
the  letter  of  the! Word.  There  is  where  we  pairt 
company,  for  Je«us  said  not  only  every  letter  Bf 
the  Book  must  be  inviolate,  but  even  the  frac¬ 
tional  part  of  the  letters,  “every  jot  and  tittli” 
When  we  insist  on  the  Bible  being  taken  fir 
what  it  says,  with  absolute  faithfulness  and  loyal¬ 
ty,  others  will  (reply  that  these  matters  upon 
which  we  insist  are  not  important  and  not  es¬ 
sential.  Our  contention  is  that  the  Word  of  God 
cannot  be  broken;  and  he  that  breaks  one  of  these 
least  commandments  and  teaches  men  so  shall 
be  called  least  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

The  thing  thi.t  makes  Baptists  is  an  open 
minded  wholehearted  acceptance  of  the  Bible  ^ 
word  of  God,  inspired  in  its  origin,  accurate 
and  true  in  its  expression,  and  sufficient,  findl 
and  authoritativu  in  its  authority  to  inspire  our 
faith  and  direct  our  conduct.  We  believe  that 
the  Bible  and  that  alone  has  the  right  to  del 
termine  what  w«  shall  believe  and  what  we  shall 
practice. 

During  the  Washington  Conference  called  by 
President  Harding  to  consider  the  limitation  ot 
armaments,  It  became  quite  the  common  thing 
for  the  representatives  of  friendly  foreign  gov¬ 
ernments  to  say  of  the  propositions  of  Secretary!

Baptists  believe  that  that  form 
of  church  polity  which  was  adopted  and  pre¬ 
scribed  under  the  authority  of  the  apostled,  is 
the  only  one  binding  upon  us  today. 

We  have  to  admit  that  of  recent  years,  t^?re 
have  arisen  some  who  wear  the  Baptist  npme 
who  belittle  the  authority  of  God’s  word.  1|hey 
talk  about  various  ’’theories  of  inspiration’’^  all 
of  which  permits  them  to  deny  the  authority  of 
the  Bible,  and  chSnge  the  flxod  definition  of  w(>rds 
to  destroy  the  Caching  pf  the  Book.  There  are 
some  who  denounce  the  doctrines  of  Paul  and 
evade  the  obligation  to  .obodience  by  calling  him 
a  crusty  old  bachelor,  or  a  back  number  in  the¬ 
ology.

SERIES  OF  SERMONS  ON  BIBLE 
REVIVALS

The  revival  under  Zerubbabel  was  noteworthy 
for  the  laying  of  the  foundation  of  the  temple. 
In  their  work  they  met  with  a  good  deal  of  op- 
poaition,  and  because  of  this  opposition  they 
stopped.  Many  do  that  today.  Opposition  from 
the  world  and  opposition  in  the  church  sometimes, 
causes  they  to  stop  the  work  they  are  doing. 
They  think  they  haven’t  time  to  go  ahead  with 
it.  No  time  for  the  Lord's  house.  No  time  for 
the  tx>rd’s  work,  but  they  have  plenty  of  time 
for  agriculture,  plenty  of  time  for  commerce, 
plenty  of  time  to  build  homes,  but  no  time  for 
the  Lordt 

The  revival  under  Haggai  and  Zechariah  seems 
to  have  been  sent  to  bring  the  people  -to  their 
senses.  Haggai  says  -to  them:  “Is  it  time  for 
you  to  dwell  in  your  ceiled  houses  and  this  house 
lie  waste?  Now  therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts:  Consider  your  ways”,  and  he  reminds 
them  that  their  ways  in  neglecting  to  build  the 
Lord's  house  are  the  cause  of  much  of  their 
trouble,  for  he  says:  "Ye  have  sown  much  and 
bring  in  little.  Ye  eat,  but  ye  have  not  enough. 
Ye  drink,  but  ye  are  not  filled  with  drink.  Ye 
clothe  you,  but  there  is  none  warm,  and  he  that 
raroeth  wages  eameth  wages  to  put  it  into  a 
bog  with  holes.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
Consider  your  ways.” 

l^t  us  not  forget  that  God  sometimes  has  lots 
to  do  with  droughts.  So  the  building  is  resumed, 
and  that  wonderful  vision  in  the  third  of  Zech- 
ariah  is  made  very  meaningful,  and  they  are  re¬ 
minded  that  it  is  “not  by  might,  nor  by  power, 
but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  thm  Lord  of  hosts,  and  so 
they  go  on  with  the  work  and  it  is  finished  in 
four  years. 

There  is  a  very  close  connection  between  the 
moral  and  the  material.  We  pride  ourselves  upon 
understanding  the  laws  of  nature  and  think  that 
we  are  vgry  wise  until  some  drought  comes  or 
some  pest  .or  some  sickness.  There  is  a  close 
connection  between  the  moral  and  the  material 
and  the  physical  in  regard  to  sickness.  "Is  any 
sick  among  you  ?  Let  him  call  for  the  elders  of 
the  church,  and  let  them  pray  over  him,  anoint¬ 
ing  him  with  oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick,  and  the  Lord 
shall  raise  him  up,  and  if  he  have  committed 
sins,  they  shall  be  forgiven  him."  There  has  al¬ 
ways  been  this  close  connection  between  the 
moral  and  the  material  and  physical.  Starting 
with  Adam  and  Eve,  you  find  the  ground  cursed 
because  of  their  sin.  The  world  makes  progress 
—vast  progress  in  material  things,  but  God  saw  i 
that  “every  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of  man’s  ! 
heart  was  only  evil  continually”,  and  he  had  to  ’ 
drown  the  world.  Great  prosperity  in  Sodom  and  i 
Gomorrah,  but  a  fall  on  account  of  sin.  The  i 
people  of  Canaan  were  punished  because  “their  I 
iniquity  was  full.”  I

“On  this  rock  I  will  build  my 
church”,  referring  to  the  faith  that  Peter  had 
expressed  in  him.  Having  asked  the  question, 
“Whom  dc  men  say  I  am?”  Peter  bold  to  speak 
said,  “Some  aay  one  thing  and  some  another.” 
Then  said  :he  Master,  “Whoni  say  ye  that  I  am?” 
Peter  said:  “Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 
living  Go<R”  Then  the  Christ  said,  “Flesh  and 
blood  hatij  not  revealed  this  unto  thee,  but  my 
Father  thgt  is  in  heaven”,  certifying  that  this 
faith  thatl  he,  Peter,  had  expressed  in  him  was 
given  to  Him  by  the  Father,  and  also  it  was  the 
foundation  on  which  the  church  was  built. 

We  heag  it  said  that  Christ  is  the  church.  That  [ 
cannot  be,  from  the  fact  He,  Jesus,  was  a  living 
man  and  could  not  build  himself.  And  others 
say  that  the  church  is  invisible,  and  all  who  err 
His  by  regeneration  are  in  the  church.  That  j 
cannot  be  true,  from  the  fact  that  when  he  spake 
of  building  the  church  he  waa  talking  to  those 
who  were!  hia  through  forgiveness  of  sin.  Anil 
yet  no  church  (it  was  yet  to  be  built)  if  Jesus  is  ;

Fifth,  after  the  pain  subsided,  it  was  a  good 
time  to  pray  for  the  Campaign;  and  for  other 
Kingdom  matters.  It  was  also  our  blessed  privi¬ 
lege  to  read  our  new  mission  study  book;  “Inter¬ 
cessory  Prayer”  and  glean  therefrom  some  of  the 
moat  valuable  lessons  on  prayer  that  have  ever 
come  our  way.  The  consideration  of  this  little 
book  at  this  time  doubtless  brought  a  deeper 
meaning  than  it  ever  would  have  done  under  dif¬ 
ferent  circumstances.

Baptist  Education 

Baptists  have  much  money  invest¬ 
ed  in  schools.  These  schools  wen- 
built  with  money  given  by  men  and 
women  who  believed  in  Baptist  doc¬ 
trine  and  views  of  life.  They  felt 
that  these  doctrines  and  views  should 
be  taught  not  only  in  the  church 
and  the  home,  but  also  in  institu¬ 
tions  of  learning,  that  their  indi¬ 
cation  and  dissemination  would  be 
a  elorv  to  God  and  a  blessing  to  the

Let  us  be  thankful  that  many  Bap¬ 
tist  principles  have  spread  beyond 
our  own  denomination.  We  need 
not  care  very  much  about  the  name 
by  which  they  are  labeled,  just  so 
they  are  received.  But  a  small  part 
of  the  world  oply  has  accepted 
them,  and  even  in  o'Ur  own  land, 
where  we  are  strongest,  there  is,  as 
we  have  seen,  much  paganism  and 
also  much  half-baked  Christianity. 

Why  should  we  then  cease  our  mis¬ 
sion?  Open  doors  and  great  oppor¬ 
tunities  call  as  eloquently  now  for 
our  message  as  ever 
history  of  the  world. 

J.  Is  it  necessary  that  our  young 
people  be  educated  under  Baptist 
suopices?  Can  we  not  trust  them 
in  other  .institutions?  Is  this  not 
•opocially  true  when  they  attend  in¬ 
stitutions  of  higher  learning? 

The  truth  is,  Baptists  have  not 
many  Institutions  of  higher  learn¬ 
ing.  You  can  count  our  real  univer¬ 
sities  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand  and 
have  half  of  them  left.  We  ought 
to  consider  our  obligation.  Some¬ 
body  must  educate  our  young  men 
and  women.  If  we  love  them  as  we 
should  -we  will  be  glad  to  do  it. 

We  ought  to  see  also  that  if  the 
Baptist  position  and  spirit  are  right 
our  sons  and  daughters  should  be 
in  a  Baptist  atmosphere  while  they 
are  being  educated. 

And  we  ought  to  appreciate  the 
fact  that,  if  otfr  young  people  spend

Prayfg  life  in  the  home  is  woman’s 
special  province,  for  no  one  else  can 
take  he(g  place  in  that  most  import¬ 
ant  phig«  of  home  training. 

Therg  was  a  time  long  ago  when 
the  mam,  literally  the  head  of  the 
house,  considered  himself  entirely 
responsible  for  the  opinions  as  well 
as  the  conduct  of  his  household.  But 
even  at  that  time  so  few  seemed  to 
take  seriously  the  duty  and  respon¬ 
sibility  of  religious  training  that  it 
is  notgbly  recorded  that  Abraham 
commanded  his  household  after  him, 
thereby  giving  the  keynotes  of  re- 
ligiousjjtraining— precept  and  exam¬ 
ple.  j| 

Joshna  said,  “As  for  me  and  my 
house, ]|we  will  serve  the  Lord."  He 
not  only  would  serve  God  himself, 
but  hdj  was  prepared  to  answer  for 
it  that]  his  household  would  be  so 
trained,  counselled  and  commanded 
that  they  would  naturally  serve  God 
likewise. 

The ’(people  of  God  in  the  ancient 
times  (look  God  and  His  service  se- . 
riously.  So  also  did  they  take  seri¬ 
ously  lind  earnestly  the  training  of 
their  children.  The  people  nowadays 
take  much  of  their  worship  and  serv¬ 
ice  adulterated  with  personal  desire 
and  l*jve  of  ease.

But,  bring¬ 
ing  them  all  dawn  |o  the  iron  test, 
they  take  the  parepts  and  children 
away  from  home  and  each  other  too 
much  and  do  they  take  the  place  of 
the  old-time  home  training  and  the 
fireside  altar? 

We  are  half  of  us  pleasure  mad 
and  self-seeking,  wlgile  the  other  half 
are  self-effacing,  but  bound  hand  and 
foot  to  the  organisation  and  effi¬ 
ciency  idea,  when  What  we  need  are 
homes  and  parental-home  training 
and  home  discipling.
